Regan treated th* oppoei- 
lon to prohibition as a disease and 
n the afternoon showed the economic 
nijf of the disease ttnil in ilie n*- 
nlng made suggestion* for It* treat- 
ment. 
While he had time for only 


me cartoon yesterday, at the opening 
of the evening session, still he used 
crayon throughout his addresses for 
the Impressing of the figures on the 
minds of his audience. 


In regard to the recent repeal of 


th* Mullan-Gage law In thl* state. Mr. 
Regan aald that a Cltit war was 
threatened, and said that an Influx 
of hoboes and criminal* was threat- 
ened. 
The South, sild Mr. Regan, 


would only be too glad ot an oppor- 
tunity to come into tbe state of New 
York, which tent the first regiment 
Into the South at the time of the Civil 
war. to see that there was no dis- 
crediting of the federal constitution. 


The bulk of the talk of Mr. Itegan 


was concerned with the subject of 
taxes..ho being considered one of the 
foremost tax experts in this country. 
He ridiculed the theory that prohibi- 
tion 1* the cause ot high taxes, charg- 
ing 
that 
dishonest admlnlatrations 


were to blame for most of the In- 
crease* which have been made in the 
tax rate. 


The speaker took most of his figure* 


from those of the city of Chicago, ef 
which as a tax expert called In by the 
Taxpayers' association of that city 
he made an extensive survey, but he 
also was called in for similar work 
In the cities of Sioux Falls. 8. D.. and 
Minneapolis. 


Certainly his talk stirred his audi- 


tors, and his lecture was on* of th* 
most startling heard In the city for 
iH»m« unit;. 


In connection with the visit of the 


Flying Squadron to the city It Is In- 
teresting to note that the present trip 
has ultoiicttur been of more than two 
year* and that Oneonta is the 5>Cth 
city In all of the Mate* which ha* 
been Included. Oneonta was placed on 
the itinerary more than two years ago 
for this very date, and It 1* a remark- 
able coincident that the Squadron ar- 
rived In this state Immediately after 
the repeal of the state enforcement 
act for the prohibition amendment.
